lege of Agriculture. Use of tlie wa- 
ter glass method of presenring makes 
tt poaalble to have wtatar «na ^ al 
about oa*haU of what treah ones 
woaM cost, the pwri ti ymen say. 

KgRs can be liept fresh as long as 
a year by the following method, ao- 
oordtM to 1. m Smyth, es^aaloB 
penltrymen: 

"Only iibsolulely fresh eggs should 
be preKerved, candling being adTis- 
able U there is any doubt as to their 
tnabaaaa. Dirty egga or eggs that 
haTa been washed should not be used. 
Washed, eggs will not keep because 
the protective covering has been re- 
aiOTed while dirty eggs will become 
tainted In flavor. Infartllo eggs 
ahoBM be usM whenever U is pos- 
lie to obtain them. 
"Commercial water glass, which 
whloh may be boocbt at any Arag 
stora. la aaad at tha rata one 
«aart to -alaa qtlarts of water that 
has- been boiled and then cooled,. The 
mixture in stirred until the lagrodi- 
ents are thorourghly mixed. 

"A clean stone Jar has been fooad 
to be the most suitable container, 
one eight-gallon Jar t>elng sufficient 
for 16 dozen eggs. One quart of the 
water glass and nine of water will 
f reserve this qaaatlty. The aggs are 
placed in the solution so that those at 
the top are covered by at least two 
bicbee of liquid after which the Jar 
should be covered to prevent evapo- 
ration. The jar aaada to ba glorad In 
a cool pM« vfhara tt will ba andls- 
«nrb««. 

"The housekeeper who wants to 
aave steps need not go to the Jar 
arery. thna aha wtohes an egg, but 
may take enough out of tha solution 
to lakt aerml days, pravMlhg she 
has a cool place to keep them. 
Eggs may be added to the solution 
from time to time without danger of 
•VQlUng those already in It"

PASTURES ARE PARCHED 

ANNUALLY IN KENTUCKY 
Kaetuflky haa a drouth practically 

every year according to livestock men 
at the College of Agriculture. In 
some seasons, the lack of rainfall is 
felt for a few weeks only while in 
other years it eontlaues for months. 
In practically nil cases, the lack of 
rain (luriiiK tin' summer is sufficient 
to parch pastures in the state, the 
most serious damage usually coming 
in Auguat, tt la said. Dahrymea sat- 
fer most heavily from the dry sea- 
son, the parched pastures resulting 
in decreased milk and buttertat pro- 
duction, the livestock men say. 

By kMaaa ot a aaaikar ok aiparl- 
aa«ata<«lddi hava haaa ooadaotad, 
the ebllege . has fbnnd that Sudan 
gra.ss makes a good crop to furnish 
green feed for dairy cows during the 
summer droutbSi aoeordlag t(^ J. R 
Hooper, head oC tiia dairy dapart- 
ment. Six acres of It will be seeded 
this spring, he said. From 20 to 30 
pounds of seed an acre will be broad- 
casted in^ May or early June, the 
ohlof raqnlraBMBt baing a well pre- 
pared aeed bad ot warm aolL The 
seed also may be drilled. 

On the college farm, Sudan grass 
seeded in May haa yielded as much 
aa flra toaa ot groaa taad aa aera in 
early August v^hUe a seeond cutting 
is possible about the middle of Sep- 
tember. The grass is cut with a 
Blower and hauled to the cows, each 
aaknal raoalvlaf ahon^ M pouads of 
graaa gMaa dally. 

Green corn also can be used for

"Keep your war savings stamps," 
Is what Lew Wallace, .Ir., director of 
saTlasB, treasury department, says to 
th people who hold sadi fOTaraasMit 
seearittoa. "Ba aot allow these sav- 
ings to pass tato the hands of specu- 
lators and suffer a loss," he added. 
"Hold them until they are due and 
the corenunent ' wOl pay their tall 
face Talue; and the porahaaers will 
get all that the government tetended 
lli< > should receive when they Invest 
ed their money. When cashing their 
stamps the people should invest them 
In new treasury savtag* eeniflcates 
which hsre taken the plaoe of the 
war savinRK stamps an government 
securtles sold in small amounts." 

War savings stamps issued in 1918 
will mature January 1, 1923, and will 
be redeemed at par. The war savtaga 
stamps were Jesned in unit denoml 
nations at IB. When purchased the 
first month in the year they were 
pold for $4.12, and the sale price in- 
ereaaed oae oaat each moatli to the 
end of the year. These atanpt have 
alwayr been redeemable, the redemp- 
tion value increasinB month by 
month in the same proportion as tbe 
purchase price Increased. The $5.00 
stamp issued ta im to worth |b.e3 
at the preosBt time. Meat Jaaaary 
it will be worth $5, a difference of 37 
cents. Director Wallace takes occa- 
sion to warn holders of these stamps 
not to sacrllloe the, profit between

VOr the moat part 
they were patrlotleally laeUaed. aad 
bought because they wanted to help 
the government with money In time 
of war. Many of them of necassity 
have sold their stamps or redeemed 
tbeos at the plaaes ol parsliaas Now, 
those issued ta 1118 are approachtag 
tbe period of their greatest value, and 
the eviy r>ii(i> sharper Is trying to 
shave off a part of the savings of 
these psaple Int olfertag them a 
slight laereaaa am the prepeat re- 
■demption prieaa. The goveraauit 
does i!(it olTer pro rata redemption 
prices fur its savtags securities. Its 
policy Is to encourage savings; tu in- 
duce tile tavestor to bold until matur- 
ity aad tiMa r»tavoat The sew ta 
sue of savtags certificates provides 
for redemption at any time, paying 
3 1-2 pel > • lit iiit'-reisi duriug the time 
of inveuluieut.

Tlie darkey who made that com- 
ment on a recent speech delivered by 
James M. Cox to the Bouth Carolina 
general assembly could net have 
spoken mora to the point. Mr. Cox 
was not Ilrkf'rt In 1920 He was not 
licked because the great Ideal for 
which he Stood — the Wilson ideal ot 
world peace — was not licked, and to 
not loinc to be lldied. 

Mr. Cox showed incontrovertibly in 
Ills speech before the Woodrow Wil- 
son cliih here Wednesday night that 
the much vaunted 7,000,000 majority 
for Harding in the IMO election was 
no maadate acataut the Leacae of Na- 
tions. That 7,000,000 majortty was 
united on nothing except a desire 
for a "change." It was made up of 
all the hyphenates; all the racial ele- 
menu which were dissattofled with 
straight Americanism; aU the super- 
ficial elements which had a grievance 
against the war administration; of 
the masses who were rebellious 
against high prices and high taxes; 
of the msBSSB who were tired of war 
tension and war conditions; ot the 
masses who always attribute the 
cause of their discontent to the party 
in power; of the rank and flle ot the 
Republicans bent on 'getting the "ins" 
out In order to set the "onto" In; to 
whom mnst be added those other Re- 
publicans who voted for Harding be- 
cause they believed the assurances ot 
such Republican leaders as Miighes. 
iloover' and Taft that to elect Hard- 
ing was the oaly way to fet the 
United Statee toto the Leafv^ of Ntr 
tions. 

No one Issue could have been made 
the dominating issue in that hetero- 
geneoos eawpaHn. Certainly no such 
question as the LSacue of ^tlons, 
whose appeal must be- to Informed In- 
telliKence ;ind nuprejiidiced thought, 
could have been made a dominating 
issue. Mr. Wilson s great mistake, 
as the Courier-Journal has often re- 
gretted, wss In stibmltttag the qnea- 
tlon to a popular rofi'rendiim which 
could not be disassociaU d Irom the 
passions and cross-currents of such 
a pollUcal campaign as that of 1020 
was bound to be. 

The League of Nations Is not "de- 
ceased," as Mr. Harding boasted it 
was immediately ufifi- lils «l<(tlon; 
nor will its ideal ever be deceased in 
thto country as I&ng as there are in 
either of the great poltlcal parties 
leaders possessing Mr. Cox's vtolon, 
Idelity and courage. 

It wsf a resonant rallying call lie 
sounded to all Americans who are 
faithful to the ideals they were glad 
to acclaim when they were heralded 
by Woodrow Wilson as the voice of | 
embattled and then victorious democ- 
racy against Imperialism and militar- 
ism. It la natural that la the reaetkm 
from the tong Ight nude oil those 
ideals in the senate and the tempest- 
uous chaos of the 1920 political cam- 
paign there should be a calm and that 
other gueetloa ot more local con- 
cera. prsa anted by tba aborttve per- 
formances of a new national admin- 
istration, should occupy chiefly the 
pubUe mlad.

It was 
a plain, authorlutlve statement of 
facts, undtotorted by bias aad nncol- 
oredb y rhetoric Indeed, that was 
the character of hU whole speech.

It was a 
straightforward arahaltaa el truths 
by a man who knew what he was 
lalktug about, whether he was talk- 
lug about the League of Nations; the 
administration's pitiably petty prac 
tic* in dealing «tth the leafoe: the 
hypocrisy and cowardice of lu course 
with' retereaee to the lateraatlonai 



Court of Justice; the farcial and 
Ihlthless record of the SIxty-setenth 
doagress; or the recent conference 
tor the limltatkm of armaments. 

Mr. fox's speech last week in New 
York was Interpreted jubilantly by 
some of the Republicans at Washing- 
ton as an assurance that the Demo- 
crats would nuke tha Leagae of Na- 
tions their Issoe ta this year's cam- 
paign. To Moses It divided the waters 
of a stormy sea for a safe passage 
on dry land, while in McCormIck it 
brewed insplratioa to arise and effer- 
vesce his Joy In the senate. There 
is a special paragraph In Mrr Cox's 
Louisville speech tliat will bring no 
comfort to these gentlemen. "Our 
Republican friends." it runs, "seem 
to be very much dtotressed about 
what the Issne will be as g rsssnted in 
the congressional electlOMft hto year. 
I hope that I can give some measure 
of relief to their suspense wlien I as- 
sure them that the campaign this 
year will be fought on the sins of 
omlsskm and the sins ot .oommlaslon 
on the, part of the preseht Republican 
administration. When the record Is 
made, and we shall make it, of the 
bad things that have been done and 
the good things that micht have been 
done, thea a trinmplihat issae will 
have been developed." 

The league is not to be forgotten 
this year, but a Democratic congress
